1956  TOWN   REPORT  COVER 

The  Corbin  covered  bridge,  last  of  a  dozen  such  structures  which 
once  spanned  Sugar  River  and  its  tributaries,  stands  near  the  west 
«nd  of  Parlin  Airport,  on  the  road  to  North  Newport.  It  was  built  in 
1835/6,  spans  the  North  or  Croydon  branch  of  the  Sugar  River,  is  in 
perfect  repair,  and  attracts  many  visitors.  This  road  was  once  part 
of  the  old  Cornish  Turnpike,  which  connected  Newport  with  Cornish. 
The  bridge  is  the  only  remaining  covered  bridge  in  this  vicinity,  save 
the  Cornish-Windsor  bridge  over  the  Connecticut  River.

You  are  hereby  notified  and  warned  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  Town  of  Newport  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March  next  at  nine 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

ARTICLE  1.  To  elect  a  Selectman  for  a  term  of  three  years; 
to  elect  a  Town  Treasurer;  and  a  Town  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

ARTICLE  2.  To  elect  a  member  of  the  Trust  Fund  Commission 
for  three  years  and  all  other  officers,  Auditors,  Agents,  and  Com- 
mittees necessary  for  the  Town  Business. 

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  employ  State  Auditors  to  inspect  and  audit  the  books 
of  the  Town  and  its  departments  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  pass  any 
vote  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  Selectmen,  Town 
Treasurer,  Auditors  and  Committees  heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any 
vote  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  and  Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  money  on  the  notes  of  the 
Town  in  anticipation  of  Taxes,  and  pass  any  vote  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  what  discount  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow 
on  1957  taxes  if  paid  within  ten  days  of  the  posting  of  the  tax  invoice. 

ARTICLE  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  the 
Town  through  Tax  Collector's  deeds  or  in  any  other  manner. 

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  and  adopt 
the  recommendations  of  the  Budget  Committee,  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  various  sums  contained  in  the  report  and  listed  in  the  Budget 
which  include  the  following  recommended  special  appropriations: 

(a)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  extend  its  water  system 
from  the  intersection  on  Pine  Street  and  Claremont  Hill 
Road  to  the  end  of  Claremont  Hill  where  the  road  intersects 
with  the  highway,  Route  12,  to  Claremont;  and  also  to  in- 
stall hydrants  in  at  least  two  convenient  points  on  route: 
and  instruct  the  Selectmen  and  Town  Treasurer  to  issue 


Water  Serial  Notes  or  Water  Serial  Bonds  to  the  amount  of 
$12,000.00  as  obligations  against  the  Town:  said  obligations 
to  be  signed  by  the  Selectmen  and  Town  Treasurer:  they  to 
determine  the  rate  of  interest  to  be  paid.  Said  Water  Serial 
Notes  and /or  Water  Serial  Bonds  to  be  issued  in  compliance 
with  the  statutes  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  and  pass 
any  vote  in  relation  thereto. 

(b)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
not  to  exceed  $5,000.00,  for  an  asphalt  sidewalk,  5  feet  wide, 
with  curb,  on  the  easterly  side  of  North  Main  Street  from 
the  entrance  to  the  new  Junior  High  School  to  Grove  Street. 

ARTICLE  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  not  to  exceed  $500.00  for  the  removal  of  the  two  trees 
in  front  of  the  Postoffice  and  Methodist  Church  buildings  on  Park 
Street,  said  trees  being  a  hazard  and  nuisance  to  both  vehicles  and 
pedestrian  traffic.  (This  article  and  the  appropriation  therefore  of 
$500.00  is  submitted  without  recommendation  of  the  Budget  Com- 
mittee.) 

ARTICLE  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  town 
streets  DeWalt  Avenue  Extension,  Roseland  Road  and  Fairbanks 
Road  and  pave  same;  and  to  include  same  in  the  town  sewage  system. 

ARTICLE  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  use 
of  the  perimeter  of  Parlin  Field  for  the  construction  of  a  track  for 
sports  car  racing  only.  All  proceeds,  after  expenses,  to  go  for  the 
support  of  the  Nev/port  Hospital. 

ARTICLE  12.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may 
legally  come  before  said  meeting. 

(Polls  shall  be  open  for  the  reception  of  ballots  at  9:30  A.M.  and 
shall  not  be  closed  earlier  than  7:00  P.M.)

Motor  Vehicle  Activities: 

The  following  is  a  brief  account  of  the  various  Motor  Vehicle 
work  done  by  the  Department.  In  addition  to  arrests  and  warnings 
the  department  investigated  122  traffic  accidents  which  occured  in 
this  Town  in  1956,  an  increase  of  10  over  the  previous  year.  Unfor- 
tunately we  had  2  fatalities  in  1956,  an  elderly  pedestrian  and  a  ju- 
venile bicyclist,  persons  injured  were  34  compared  to  56  the  previous 
year. 

Although  we  had  a  slight  rise  in  accidents  we  had  a  decrease  in 
personal  injuries  over  the  previous  year  which  I  feel  is  a  good  record 
considering  the  tremendous  increase  in  both  vehicular  and  pedestrian 
traffic. 

A  certificate  of  merit  was  issued  to  the  Chief  of  Police  of  this 
Department  in  appreciation  of  faithful  and  meritorious  service  to 
public  and  highway  safety  from  Mr.  Frederick  N.  Clarke,  Commis- 
sioner of  Motor  Vehicles  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

During  the  school  day  approximately  4  hours  of  a  day  are  re- 
quired to  police  the  Sunapee  and  Cheney  Street  crosswalk  and  with 
the  building  of  the  new  Junior  High  School  on  No.  Main  Street  ad- 
ditional police  protection  will  be  required  to  handle  the  situation, 
namely  adding  additional  manpower  to  the  present  force. 

Additional  Activities: 

A  total  of  375  bicycles  were  licensed  and  registered  by  this  de- 
partment in  1956,  also  7  Taxi  Cabs  and  10  Taxi  Drivers. 

Not  mentioned  previously  in  this  report  is  the  work  of  this  de- 
partment in  investigating  many  cases  for  Federal,  State  and  other 
law  enforcement  agencies,  also  as  an  accommodation  to  the  public, 
hundreds  of  finger  prints  impressions  were  taken  for  Armed  Forces 
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applicants,  Citizenship  papers,  Civil  Defense,  Civil  Service  and  Pen- 
sonal  Identification. 

A  great  many  reports  were  made  out  for  Government,  Civil  Ser- 
vice Bureaus  and  private  industries  seeking  confidential  information 
about  applicants  seeking  employment  with  them. 

The  department  in  addition  to  policing  260  parking  meters  and 
collecting  and  banking  the  meter  money  also  services  and  repairs  all 
of  the  meters.  This  consumes  a  lot  of  man  hours  over  the  period  of 
the  year,  we  are  handicapped  by  lack  of  room  in  the  office  for  a 
proper  repair  room  and  stock  room.  The  police  office  is  inadequate  as 
it  has  to  be  used  for  routine  police  work,  interrogation,  locker  room 
for  clothing  and  supplies  and  has  no  privacy  whatsoever  as  it  is  only 
a  room  7  x  12.  We  are  also  handicapped  by  having  an  old  antiquated 
lockup  that  is  obsolete,  unsanitary  and  in  no  way  befits  our  present 
day  living.  We  have  no  facilities  for  female  or  juvenile  offenders  and 
I  suggest  and  urge  that  some  thought  be  given  in  the  near  future  to 
remedy  this  situation  in  improving  our  police  station  and  lockup. 

Members  of  this  department  have  attended  seminars  and  lec- 
tures on  police  work  during  the  past  year.  Through  the  cooperation 
of  the  F.B.I.,  New  Hampshire  Association  of  Chiefs  of  Police,  Sullivan 
County  Law  Officers  Association  many  conferences  were  held  on  all 
phases  of  police  work,  giving  instructions  on  such  subjects  as  new 
techniques  and  procedures  in  the  prevention  and  detection  of  crime. 

The  Chief  of  Police  of  this  department  had  the  opportunity  of  at- 
tending the  F.B.I.  National  Academy  in  Washington,  D.  C.  the  past 
year  and  at  this  time  I  wish  to  publicly  thank  the  citizens  and  tax- 
payers of  Newport  for  their  kindness  and  trust  in  affording  me  the 
opportunity  to  attend,  instruction  and  knowledge  gained  at  the  F.B.I. 
National  Academy  can  only  result  in  an  improvement  in  police  work 
in  our  community. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  once  again  in  behalf  of  the  Newport 
Police  Department  to  express  our  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation 
for  the  splendid  assistance  and  cooperation  given  to  the  department 
by  the  citizens  of  Newport.

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HOSPITAL  ANNUAL  REPORT   1956 

Although  I  personally  was  not  the  administrator  at  the  hospital 
during  the  previous  annual  year,  enclosed  please  find  the  basic  sta- 
tistics and  information  with  reference  to  the  hospital  activities. 

As  reported  in  the  previous  annual  report,  the  physical  plant  is 
basically  in  excellent  condition.  However,  in  the  next  few  years,  it 
may  be  anticipated  that  they  will  need  to  repaint  most  of  the  units 
and  replace  the  asphalt  blocks  on  the  floor.  During  the  year,  several 
pieces  of  equipment,  both  major  and  minor,  were  purchased  and  in- 
stalled or  to  be  installed  in  the  year  1957.  This  equipment  includes 
the  four  tables  and  thirty-six  chairs  previously  reported;  a  hood  for 
the  mangle;  X-ray  machines;  a  refrigerator;  electric  stoves  and 
steamer  in  the  kitchen;  a  wheel  chair;  oxygen  humidifier,  several 
patient  chairs;  sphymonometer  and  dermatory  machine;  a  power 
mower;  floor  polisher  and  scrubber;  a  Photostat  copying  machine  and 
table;  and  a  transcribing  table. 

At  this  time,  I  wish  publicly  to  thank  those  who  were  so  kind  to 
donate  funds  for  specific  purposes  or  for  our  usage  in  purchasing  the 
above  and  other  materials. 

I  believe  specific  mention  should  be  made  with  reference  to  our 
purchase  of  a  large  X-ray  unit.  The  $10,000  allocated  toward  the 
purchase  of  this  equipment  is  the  result  of  the  Ford  Foundation 
Grant.  During  1956  the  hospital  received  $5,000  and  will  receive  the 
additional  $5,000  in  1957.  In  1956  we  furnished  5,469  patient-aid 
services,  112  births,  and  3,013  out-patient  treatments.  There  were  130 
major  and  409  minor  operations  performed  with  the  anchillary  ser- 
vices of  1,682  X-rays  and  8,302  laboratory  examinations  and  tests. 

In  behalf  of  the  hospital,  I  wish  to  thank  all  of  the  people  of 
Newport,  and  especially  those  who  have  given  freely  of  their  time 
and  effort  to  help  us  to  have,  if  not  the  best,  one  of  the  best  hos- 
pitals in  this  area.

In  accordance  with  your  request,  we  have  made  an  examination 
of  the  books  and  records  of  the  Newport  Hospital  for  the  year  ended 
December  31,  1956.  Our  procedure  included  a  review  of  the  accounts 
with  assets  and  liabilities  and,  without  making  a  detailed  audit  of  all 
transactions,  such  tests  of  the  income  and  expense  accounts  as  we 
deemed  necessary  in  the  circumstances.  The  scope  of  our  examin- 
ation did  not,  however,  include  a  verification  of  the  inventories,  the 
hospital  trust  funds,  or  direct  confirmation  of  accounts  receivable. 

Operations  for  the  year  resulted  in  an  excess  of  income  over  ex- 
pense of  $84.68  as  compared  with  an  excess  of  expense  over  income 
of  $1,783.43  in  1955  and  $15,801.24  in  1954.  It  must  be  noted,  how- 
ever, that  this  excess  of  income  over  expense  is  the  result  of  the  in- 
clusion in  Other  Income  of  a  non-recurring  $10,000  grant  from  the 
Ford  Foundation  for  the  purchase  of  equipment  and  also  an  increase 
in  gifts  from  the  Hospital  Aid  of  approximately  $5,700  over  the  pre- 
vious year.  The  net  loss  from  services  rendered  increased  from 
$24,770.26  in  1955  to  $35,177.42  in  1956.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Town  Manager  and  Citizens  of  Newport: 

The  Water  Department  submits  herewith  the  annual  report  for 
the  year  1956. 

Our  largest  project  was  cleaning  the  six  inch  and  eight  inch 
water  main  from  the  chlorinator  house  to  the  meter  house  on  the 
Unity  Road,  the  first  step  in  the  rehabilitation  program  of  the  old 
main. 

During  the  year  main  line  extensions  were  made  as  follows: 

Walnut  St.:  45'  4"  cast  iron  pipe,  30'  3"  cast  iron  pipe  and  280' 
2"  cast  iron  pipe. 

Columbus  Circle:  125'  1"  copper  tubing. 

Services  were  laid  to  10  new  houses,  2  churches  and  the  new 
school.  Old  services  were  replaced  with  new  lines  at  22  houses. 

A  break  in  the  6  inch  water  main  on  Laurel  St.  caused  by  frost 
was  repaired. 

Repairs  were  made  on  the  l1/^'  main  line  on  Hill  and  Short  St. 
and  Woodlawn  St. 

One  new  hydrant  was  placed  in  service  on  the  Unity  Road  and  at 
the  present  time  we  have  one  damaged  hydrant  in  Guild  to  be  re- 
placed in  the  spring. 

The  total  feet  of  pipe  laid  in  the  ground  in  conjunction  with  the 
above  jobs  was  as  follows :

The  Newport  Summer  Playground  opened  this  year  on  July  1st 
with  Henry  F.  Buinicky  as  Director  and  Rachel  Geoffrion  as  Assistant 
Director.  The  daily  program  was  as  follows : 

9:00  -  11:15 — Games  and  Sports 
11:15  -  11:45 — Storytime 
11:45  -  12:00 — Preparation  for  Recess 
12 :  00  -    1 :  00 — Noon  Recess 
1:00-    2:00 — Arts  and  Crafts — Athletics 
2 :  00  -    3 :  30 — Playtime 
3:30-    5 :  00 — Special  Activities 

The  usual  variety  of  activities  were  conducted  for  both  boys  and 
girls.  Among  the  sports  for  the  older  groups  were  softball,  baseball, 
basketball  and  touch-football.  Sports  for  individual  competition  in- 
cluded badminton,  croquet,  horseshoes,  track  and  field  events. 

The  younger  children,  under  the  guidance  of  Miss  Geoffrion,  en- 
gaged in  Dodge  Ball,  Punch  Ball,  Drop-the-Handkerchief,  Farmer  in 
the  Dell  and  various  other  games  of  which  Hide-and-Seek  was  ex- 
tremely popular.  The  smaller  children  also  played  softball  and  cro- 
quet. As  the  summer  progressed,  many  of  the  children  became  quite 
proficient  in  these  activities. 

Storytime,  as  always,  found  the  little  ones  held  spell-bound  while 
Miss  Geoffrion  became,  for  the  time,  a  Hans  Christian  Anderson 
reading  from  folklore  and  fairytales. 

Many  an  afternoon  the  Arts  and  Crafts  table  became  a  beehive 
of  activity  as  small  fingers  moulded  clay  into  countless  shapes  and) 
forms,  wove  colored  paper  mats,  made  three-dimensional  masks, 
sketched  original  crayon  pictures  and  made  silhouettes.  Miss 
Geoffrion  helped  the  malso  to  braid  gimp  and  create  pipe-cleaner 
figurines. 

Among  the  feature  activities  of  the  summer  the  Wednesday 
afternoon  swimming  at  Rand's  Pond  seemed  most  appreciated.

Buinicky  assisted  in  life  guard  duty,  while  Mr.  Floyd  Dubois  of 
Goshen  again  kindly  donated  the  use  of  a  boat  for  the  roving  life 
guard. 

Other  special  activities  were  Saturday  morning  contests  in  soft- 
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ball,  baseball,  football  and  track;  an  On  Wheels  Parade,  Pet  Show 
and  Costume  Contest.  On  rainy  days  activity  was  transferred  to  the 
Wheeler  Gym  for  the  use  of  which  thanks  should  go  to  Messrs.  Flint, 
Mahoney,  Knebel  and  Lee. 

The  Playground  again  had  a  Junior  baseball  team  which  had  a 
two  and  two  record  this  summer.  Plans  are  under  way  for  a  more 
extensive  baseball  program  for  next  summer  to  schedule  games  with 
surrounding  summer  camps. 

The  closing  Field  Day  was  rained  out.  However,  a  cloudy  Satur- 
day morning,  September  1st,  permitted  the  running  of  a  condensed 
Field  Day  and  the  awarding  of  some  fifty  prizes,  medals  and  trophies 
to  those  who  had  excelled  in  games,  contests  and  tournaments  during 
the  season. 

Attendance  at  the  Summer  Playground  increased  over  last  year. 
On  a  normal  day,  clear  and  warm,  the  per  capita  count  ranged  from 
50  to  80,  which  was  entirely  sufficient  for  two  directors. 

While  a  number  of  bandaids  were  used  along  with  a  goodly  sup- 
ply of  antiseptic,  the  Playground  was  fortunate  in  that  there  were 
no  injuries  outside  the  cut-scratch-bruise  category. 

Special  thanks  must  be  extended  to  Mr.  Ersley  Blanchard  of  the 
Coniston  theatre  for  his  generous  supply  of  movie  passes. 

Very  special  thanks  should  go  to  the  people  of  Newport  for  con- 
tinuing to  support  the  Summer  Playground.

I  hereby  submit  my  report  for  the  year  of  1956  as  follows: 

Town   Road  Aid 

In  1956  a  three  inch  bituminous  mix  surface  treatment  was  ap- 
plied to  one  and  one  tenth  miles  of  new  work  performed  on  Oak 
Street  last  year.  Approximately  one  half  mile  of  Depot  Road  in  North 
Newport  was  reconstructed  and  adequate  drainage  installed.  This 
work  is  to  be  completed  and  surfaced  in  1957. 

Oiling 

Over  28,000  gallons  of  tar  and  asphalt  was  applied  to  streets  and 
roads  in  and  around  the  Town  of  Newport. 

General   Construction  and   Repairs 

The  never  ending  job  of  hole  patching  went  forward  throughout 
the  year,  and  will  continue  to  be  carried  on  in  1957. 

Right  of  way  was  cleared  for  the  continuation  of  the  Witcher 
Road  project  which  will  be  completed  in  1957. 
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A  large  clay  pocket  on  Maple  Street  in  the  vicinity  of  the  ceme- 
tery was  dug  out  and  back  filled  with  gravel.  Paving  of  this  spot  will 
be  done  in  1957. 

During  the  year  it  was  necessary  to  rehabilitate  the  Belknap 
Street  Bridge.  Condition  was  such  that  no  other  action  could  be 
taken.  In  1957  it  is  contemplated  that  six  more  bridges  will  be  re- 
habilitated to  the  same  high  standards. 

The  highway  department  is  looking  forward  to  its  most  suc- 
cessful year  yet  on  the  maintenance  and  construction  of  roads  and 
bridges.

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 
The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with  the 
custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were  examined 
and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  were  compared  with  sup- 
porting invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the  books  of  record. 
Receipts  were  checked  by  source  insofar  as  possible  and  totals  of 
receipts  and   expenditures   verified.   Book  balances  were   verified  by 
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comparison  with  reconciled  bank  balances  made  from  statements  ob- 
tained from  depository  banks.  Verification  of  uncollected  taxe-3  was 
made  by  mailing  notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the 
Collector's  records.  Accounts  receivable  of  the  Water  and  Sewer  De- 
partments were  also  verified  by  sending  notices  to  persons  whose 
names  appeared  on  the  delinquent  lists. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS

It  is  noted  that  the  current  surplus  (excess  of  total  assets  over 
current  liabilities)  decreased  from  $87,607.00  to  $83,497.13  during

In  cases  where  this  is  not  feasible,  abatements  may  be 
made. 
Conclusion : 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  184  of  the  Laws  of  1955,  require  that 
this  report  or  the  summary  of  findings  and  recommendations  (letter 
of  transmittal)  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual  report  of  the 
Town.

To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
School  Board  to  sell  the  land  and  buildings  known  as  the  Guild  School 
and  to  convey  the  same  to  the  purchaser  thereof  by  proper  deed  in 
the  name  of  the  District;  and  to  further  authorize  the  School  Board 
to  expend  the  proceeds  of  said  sale,  together  with  the  proceeds  of  the 
sale  of  the  so-called  North  Newport  School,  for  equipment,  furnish- 
ings and  landscaping  at  the  new  Junior  High  School. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  not  exceeding  Twenty-Nine  Thousand  Dollars 
($29,000.00)  for  equipment,  furnishings  and  landscaping  at  the  new 
Junior  High  School;  and  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to  issue  serial 
notes  or  bonds  upon  the  credit  of  the  District  for  this  sum  or  any 
part  of  said  sum  so  raised  and  appropriated;  and  to  further  authorize 
the  School  Board  to  determine  the  time  and  place  of  payment,  the 
denominations,  the  rate  of  interest  on  such  bonds  or  notes,  and  to 
provide  for  the  interest  on  such  bonds  or  notes,  and  to  provide  for 
the  sale  thereof,  in  accordance  with  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  and 
any  amendments  or  other  statutes  related  thereto. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
school  board  to  make  application  for  and  to  accept,  on  behalf  of  the 
district,  any  or  all  grants  or  offers  for  educational  purposes  which 
may  now  or  hereafter  be  forthcoming  from  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire and /or  United  States. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  choose  a  group  of 
seven  citizens  to  recommend  a  suitable  name  for  the  new  Junior  High 
School  and  to  report  at  the  next  Annual  District  Meeting. 

Article  14.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  Newport: 

I  submit  herewith  my  ninth  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools. 

Finances  —  Equalization  Aid 

For  the  school  year  1956-57,  Newport  suffered  a  loss  of  revenue 
from  the  State  Equalization  Fund  amounting  to  $14,915.09  over  the 
amount  received  in  1955-56.  (1955-56  —  $71,580.88)  (1956-57  — 
$56,665.79)  This  loss  was  the  result  of  the  pro-ration  of  available 
funds,  whereby  most  qualifying  School  Districts  received  approxi- 
mately 70%  of  the  Aid  for  which  qualified  since,  under  the  law,  a  few 
Districts  received  100%  of  the  Aid  for  which  they  qualified. 

The  prospect  of  substantially  increased  Equalization  Aid  for  1957- 
58  is  bright.  Gov.  Dwinell — in  his  recommended  budget  to  the  General 
Court — has  included  sufficient  funds  to  give  Districts  the  fi*Il  amount 
of  Aid  for  which  they  qualify.  If  this  item  prevails,  there  would  be  no 
pro-ration  in  1957-58  and  Newport  would  likely  receive  more  than  the 
$70,000  estimate  included  in  the  School  Budget  for  the  coming  year. 
Any  increase  over  the  estimated  $70,000.  from  this  source  would  go 
toward  reducing  the  local  assessment. 

Finances  —  Building  Aid 
This  year  Newport  is  benefiting  from  the  School  Building  Aid 
Law,  enacted  by  the  1955  Legislature,  to  the  amount  of  $5100.  Under 
this  Act,  School  Districts  receive  20%  of  the  cost  of  the  Principal  pay- 
ments on  outstanding  school  construction  notes  and  bonds.  The  break- 
down is  as  follows: 
Towle  Gym  Bond  Payment  ($5000.)  $1000. 

Richards  Cafeteria  Note  Payment  ($2000)  400. 

Junior  High  Bond  Payment  ($20,000)  5000. 


$5400. 


Finances  —  Earnings  on  Bond  Issue 
The  $375,000.  Junior  High  School  bonds  were  issued  as  of  No- 
vember 1,  1955  at  an  interest  rate  of  2.7%.  Since  that  time,  the  interest 
rate  on  Municipal  bonds  has  climbed  steadily.  Several  recent  issues  in 
other  New  Hampshire  School  Districts  have  sold  at  3.25%. 

Since  payments  for  the  building  project  are  made  monthly  based 
on  the  amount  of  construction  completed,  it  has  been  possible  to  re- 
invest parts  of  the  $375,000.  bond  issue  in  90-day  U.  S.  Treasury  Bills. 
Treasury  bill  purchases  expiring  in  March-1956,  September  -1956,  De 
cember-1956,  and  March-1957  were  made.  The  earnings  of  these  four 
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transactions  totals  $8816.  Permission  to  use  these  funds  for  equipment 
and  landscaping  at  the  new  school  is  asked  in  a  special  article  in  the 
warrant. 

Teachers  Salary  Schedule 

The  Newport  School  Board  —  working  jointly  with  the  Newport 
Teachers'  Association  —  has  developed  a  Salary  Schedule  for  the 
school  year  1957-58  that  contains  several  basic  changes  from  the 
Schedule  now  in  effect. 

It  is  the  intention  of  this  Schedule  to  provide  clearly  denned  salary 
maximums  toward  which  a  teacher  may  work,  allowing  for  a  flexible 
ceiling  on  salaries  as  well  as  flexible  minimum  salaries.  The  range  of 
salary  available  to  a  teacher  is  established  at  150%  of  the  minimum 
salary. 

The  Schedule  does  not  place  each  teacher  in  the  salary  bracket  for 
which  hi$  experience  and  academic  attainment  qualify  him  for  the 
1957-58  school  year. 

The  Schedule  aims  to  decrease  the  almost  yearly  requests  of  tea- 
chers for  an  upward  revision  of  salaries  when  the  cost  of  living 
changes.  Since  most  schedules  set  definite  salary  maximums,  a  period 
of  rising  costs  is  bound  to  bring  frequent  requests  for  across-the- 
board,  cost-of-living  increases.  This  Schedule  is  aimed  to  establish 
stability  for  the  teacher,  the  School  Board,  and  the  community. 

School  Set-Up  for  1957-58 

Occupany  of  the  new  Junior  High  School  next  September  will 
result  in  some  basic  changes  in  our  school  set-up.  It  is  planned  to 
operate  as  follows:

4  sections  of  Grade  1 
2  sections  of  Grade  2 

Richards  School  — 

2  sections  of  Grade  2 

4  sections  of  Grade  3 

4  sections  of  Grade  4 

4  sections  of  Grade  5

Newport  Junior  High  School  — 

1  section  of  Grade  6 

Grades  7,  8,  9  on  a  Departmental  Basis 

Towle  High  School  — 
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Grades  10,  11,  12  on  a  Departmental  Basis 

(An  elective  course  in  Auto  Mechanics  for  Sophomores  and 
Juniors  will  be  given  at  the  Junior  High.) 

(Elective  courses  in  Home  Economics  for  Towle  students  will  be 
given  at  the  Junior  High.) 

Conclusion 

Placing  a  new  school  in  operation  next  fall  and  the  accompanying 
re-organization  in  other  schools  will  likely  produce  some  minor  prob- 
lems and  difficulties.  I  hope  that  parents  and  school  personnel  will 
accept  any  temporary  inconveniences  with  the  realization  that  our 
ultimate  objective  is  to  provide  a  better  educational  offering  for  the 
young  people  of  Newport.

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REPORT   OF   HELPSNG  TEACHER 

Servicing  the  five  districts  of  Supervisory  Union  43  (Newport, 
Sunapee,  New  London,  Springfield,  and  Croydon),  the  position  of 
Helping  Teacher  as  defined  by  law  and  by  personal  conviction,  con- 
tinues to  pursue  these  goals:  (1)  giving  helpful  advice  and  assistance 
to  teachers,  pupils,  and  parents  of  a  school  system  as  a  means  of  im- 
proving educational  growth  and  development  of  children;  (2)  helping 
to  solve  pupil  problems  of  retardation  and  maladjustment;  (3)  help- 
ing to  meet  the  needs  of  children  and  the  community  through  cur- 
riculum study;  and  (4)  acting  as  a  general  consultant  to  the  entire 
staff  in  recognition  of  educational  needs. 

The  cooperation  and  encouragement  given  me  by  all  school  per- 
sonnel with  whom  I  come  in  daily  contact  have  constantly  helped  me 
to  keep  in  focus  and  seek  the  fulfillment  of  these  broad  objectives. 
The  following  briefly  reviews  some  of  the  responsibilities  I  have  been 
happy  to  share: 

1.  TESTING  PROGRAM  —  Test  scores,  whether  taken  from 
tests  of  readiness,  aptitude,  mental  ability,  or  achievement,  are  mean- 
ingful only  to  the  extent  they  are  used  to  guide  the  educational 
growth  and  development  of  children.  To  this  end,  increased  efforts 
have  been  made  to  interpret  results  of  tests  in  determining  and  ful- 
filling needs  and  interests  of  children. 

2.  CLASSROOM  VISITS  —  Visits  are  made  with  an  established 
purpose  and  make  it  possible  to  share  the  physical,  emotional,  and 
educational  atmosphere  of  the  classroom.  Follow-up  conferences  with 
teachers  are  intended  to  exchange  ideas,  review  general  observations, 
and  to  promote  instructional  improvement,  especially  with  new  tea- 
chers and  experienced  teachers  in  new  positions. 

3.  RESOURCES  AND  MATERIALS  —  These  are  essential  in 
providing  enrichment  in  teaching,  with  greater  interest  and  learning 
for  pupils.  Through  letters,  bulletins,  samples,  or  other  memoranda,  a 
variety  of  teaching  aids,  notices,  and  announcements  are  called  to 
the  teachers'  attention. 

4.  GROUP  MEETINGS  —  Whether  a  formal  staff  meeting,  an 
informal  chat  with  a  teacher,  participation  in  P-T  A  discussions,  or 
attending  educational  conferences,  such  meetings  cover  a  variety  of 
topics  and  are  aimed  at  reviewing  principles  of  teaching,  improving 
instruction,  or  interpreting  the  school  program. 

5.  AUDIO-VISUAL  AIDS  —  A  considerable  increase  in  inter- 
est and  use  of  filmstrips  as  a  powerful  teaching  aid  has  prompted 
plans  for  adding  new  filmstrips  to  our  library.  In  terms  of  cost,  time, 
space,  and  educational  value,  the  filmstrip  is  leading  the  way  as  an 
effective  audio-visual  aid  to  teaching.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  PRINCIPAL 
Towle   High   School

Dear  Sir: 

I  hereby  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  of  Towle  High  School. 

In  nearly  every  paper  and  magazine,  one  may  read  of  the  press- 
ing school  problems — problems  of  large  classes,  crowded  buildings, 
limited  curricula,  the  scarcity  of  teachers,  etc.  It  seems  that  these 
conditions  stem  from  the  lack  of  adequate  funds  to  build  and  equip 
the  buildings  and  to  attract  and  to  hold  qualified  teachers.  Therefore, 
probably  the  only  solution  is  a  new  source  of  income  through  a  dif- 
ferent tax  structure  to  compensate  for  the  increasing  size,  longer 
retention,  and  greater  diversity  of  needs  of  our  present  and  future 
school  population. 

In  this  country,  we  reportedly  have  a  standard  of  living  three 
times  as  high  as  that  of  the  Russians;  in  Russia,  they  spend  about 
eight  percent  of  their  national  income  on  education,  while  we  spend 
about  three  percent.  The  battle  between  "Our  Way  of  Life"  and  theirs 
is  one  of  ideas.  Sad  is  the  situation  if  they  are  willing  to  make  a 
greater  financial  sacrifice  for  man's  mind  than  are  we. 

This  year,  in  keeping  with  changing  times,  we  have  undertaken  a 
study  of  our  curricula  in  Mathematics,  English,  and  Social  Studies. 
From  this,  we  hope  to  revamp  the  offerings  in  these  fields  in  order 
that  we  may  give  our  students  a  better  background  with  which  to 
compete  with  graduates  of  other  schools  for  jobs,  scholarships,  and 
entrance  to  colleges. 

I  believe  that  one  of  the  best  ways  to  improve  our  program  is  to 
lengthen  class  periods.  By  increasing  the  length  of  class  periods  to 
fifty  and  sixty  minutes,  each  student  will  spend  approximately  40 
hours  more  under  the  guidance  of  the  teacher  in  each  subject  each 
year;  thus  more  extensive  coverage  of  subject  matter  and  more  ef- 
ficient studying  while  under  the  control  of  the  teacher  of  that  subject 
should  give  much  greater  achievement  and  development. 

Everyone  needs  to  be  alerted  to  the  facts  that  further  education 
is  steadily  becoming  more  costly,  more  sought  after,  and  decidedly 
more  competitive  for  admission.  True,  scholarships  are  increasing  in 
number  but  not  rapidly  enough  to  keep  up  with  increasing  costs  and 
the  numbers  needing  help. 

Many  of  the  colleges  report  that  last  year  they  accepted  from 
one  fifth  to  one  eighth  of  those  applying  for  admission.  If  one  keeps 
in  mind  that  these  schools  consider  only  the  upper  third  of  each  class, 
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then  it  becomes  easier  to  appreciate  how  selective  college  admissions 
are  becoming.  Needless  to  say,  this  margin  will  become  greater  as 
student  population  growth  continues  to  exceed  the  building  of  edu- 
cational facilities.  The  problem  thus  is  two-fold;  parents  must  sacri- 
fice more  to  give  their  youngsters  the  education  needed  and  the 
youngsters  must  work  harder  to  be  better  prepared  if  they  are  to 
gain  admittance. 

Hard  work  with  good  marks  in  several  areas,  plus  a  record  of 
achievement  in  extra-curricula  activities,  is  becoming  the  minimum 
for  even  consideration.  A  better  job  by  each  student  of  selling  him- 
self to  a  school  becomes  imperative.  No  longer  will  a  youngster 
choose  among  schools.  He  will  do  well  to  sell  himself  to  a  school.  As 
the  selections  become  more  minutely  assayed,  the  importance  of  abil- 
ity, achievement,  personality  development,  maturity,  and  social  r3- 
sponsibility  will  increase. 

Towle  has  a  record  of  sending  considerably  higher  percentages 
on  to  advanced  schooling  than  either  the  State  or  national  averages; 
in  addition,  this  higher  percentage  has  an  unusually  high  rate  of 
success  in  advanced  training.  This  is  no  accident.  It  results  from  hard 
work  by  teachers,  parents,  and  students  to  set  up  high  standards,  to 
achieve  these  standards,  and  to  maintain  the  right  conditions  in 
spite  of  socialistic  pressures  to  give  everyone  a  free  ride  and  succumb 
to  the  pressures  to  forsake  the  best  for  the  average — or  less. 

Citizens  of  Newport,  a,nd  especially,  Alumni  of  Towle,  may  well 
be  proud  of  the  above  accomplishments;  at  the  same  time,  continued 
work  and  support  are  needed  to  ensure  that  the  present  and  future 
generations  of  young  Newporters  have  as  good,  or  a  better  chance, 
for  the  same  story  of  success. 

The  new  building  program  is  evidence  that  Newport  will  con- 
tinue to  do  its  job  in  educating  its  youth,  but  I  believe  we  may  too 
easily  feel  that  we  have  built  the  buildings  and  that  the  rest  will  take 
care  of  itself.  Good  buildings  are  necessary  but  good  teachers,  good 
students,  and  good  parents  are  much  more  important. 

It  is  often  said  "that  success  breeds  success",  so  I  am  sure  that 
Newport  and  its  schools  will  continue  to  do  an  excellent  job.  It  is 
equally  often  noted  that  the  good  things  are  kept  only  by  hard  work 
and  sacrifice.  I  believe  that  Newport  will  do  equally  well  in  this  area. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  students,  parents,  teachers,  and  citizens  of 
Newport  who  have  contributed  time  and  effort  to  the  betterment  of 
this  school.

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ANNUAL   REPORT  OF   PRINCIPAL 
Richards   School

Dear  Sir: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  Principal  of  the  Richards 
School. 

A  few  minor  changes  have  taken  place  within  the  curriculum. 
One  class  period  a  week  in  each  section  of  the  seventh  and  eighth 
grades  English  is  devoted  to  instruction  in  reading.  This  is  an  ex- 
tension of  the  reading  program,  which,  in  past  years  has  terminated 
in  the  sixth  grade. 

There  is  evidence  of  more  comprehensive  instruction  in  the 
physical  sciences  at  the  lower  grade  level;  this  is  a  direct  result  of 
the  science  extension  course  offered  to  Newport  teachers  during  the 
summer  of  1956.  A  new  series  of  science  textbooks  has  been  selected 
by  the  teachers  in  grades  three  trough  six.  A  complete  science  pro- 
gram will  become  a  part  of  the  curriculum  next  year.  This  is  a  step 
forward.  With  the  pressing  need  for  trained  personnel  in  the  fields  of 
technology,  a  more  thorough  understanding  of  the  physical  sciences 
is  helping  to  satisfy  a  national  obligation. 

Three  committees  of  teachers  have  been  organized  to  study  the 
curriculum  in  the  areas  of  English,  social  studies,  and  mathematics. 
The  results  of  these  studies  will  be  used  next  year  in  the  articulation 
of  the  entire  curriculum  among  all  buildings  in  the  Newport  School 
System. 

The  activities  program,  which  had  been  confined  to  the  junior 
high  school  pupils,  has  now  been  extended  into  all  of  the  lower 
grades.  Square  dancing,  folk  dancing,  dramatics,  and  creative  art  are 
participated  in  at  all  grade  levels.  The  "B"  Band  has  continued  to 
hold  rehearsals  during  the  activity  period.  Forty-three  pupils  are  now 
receiving  instrumental  lessons  in  music.  Two  instructors  give  indi- 
vidual lessons  once  a  week.  A  third  instructor  has  initiated  three 
classes  of  instrumental  lessons  for  beginners.  These  pupils  receive  in- 
struction in  groups.  The  Music  Supervisor  has  organized  a  class  for 
pupils  who  desire  lessons  in  percussion  instruments.  With  the  short- 
age of  trained  drummers  in  the  Towle  High  School  Band,  this  in- 
struction should  help  to  provide  the  band  with  a  drum  section  in 
future  years. 

A  net  profit  of  $488.67  was  realized  from  the  sale  of  magazine 
subscriptions.  These  funds  will  be  utilized  to  pay  for  the  services  of 
a  dance  band  at  the  monthly  socials,   the  purchase  of  athletic  and 
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playground  equipment,  and  decorations  and  refreshments  for  school 
parties.  Seven  cheerleaders'  uniforms  have  been  purchased  with  some 
of  the  money  thus  earned. 

The  Junior  Red  Gross  has  participated  in  projects  worthy  of 
commendation.  Seventy-two  dollars  was  solicited  during  the  annual 
campaign  held  in  December.  Six  large  boxes  of  canned  and  packaged 
foods,  donated  by  the  pupils  during  the  campaign,  were  delivered  to 
elderly  people  in  the  community  during  the  Christmas  season,  As  a 
project  for  the  current  school  year,  the  Junior  Red  Cross  wants  to 
"adopt"  a  Hungarian  refugee  of  school  age.  This  project  will  entail 
the  purchase  of  books,  clothing,  and  other  necessities  for  a  specific 
refugee. 

With  the  aid  of  an  increased  supply  of  government  surplus  food", 
the  school  lunch  program  has  been  able  to  maintain  a  financial  bal- 
ance. A  complete  statistical  account  has  been  attached  to  this  letter. 

I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Newport  P.T.A. 
for  the  meat  slicer  that  was  purchased  through  its  efforts  for  the 
cafeteria.  It  plays  a  leading  role  in  the  school  lunch  program. 

The  outside  trim  on  the  building  was  painted  during  the  sum- 
mer months.  One  small  classroom  was  renovated. 

It  is  recommended  that  some  repair  work  be  taken  under  con- 
sideration to  tighten  all  windows  in  the  building.  Due  to  wear  and 
exposure  to  the  elements,  the  windows  do  not  fit  properly.  There  is 
considerable  heat  lost  due  to  this  condition. 

In  general,  this  has  been  a  year  of  planning.  The  parents,  chil- 
dren, and  the  staff  are  looking  forward  to  the  relief  from  the  over- 
crowded conditions  that  will  be  remedied  next  fall  with  the  opening 
of  the  new  junior  high  school. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  citizens,  parents,  pupils,  and  school  per- 
sonnel who  have  helped  to  make  this  a  successful  school  year.
